Editor's Note—This is the First of a two- 
pa rt se r ie s d e t a i l i n g som e of the 
fraudulent welfare practices which have 
been uncovered by Ulster County Depart­ 
ment of Social Services new fraud bureau. 
Fraudulent welfare recipients BEWARE! 
Ulster County has moved into a 24-hour 
per day surveilance of suspected cheats and 
has, in less than six weeks, uncovered 
enough chicanry to more than pay, in sav­ 
ings, the salary of its new fraud investigator. 
In fact, some persons who have been obtain­ 
ing funds fraudulently, and apparently fear­ 
ing their deception might be uncovered, 
have voluntarily had their welfare cases 
closed. 
Among cases uncovered in the past year 
were: 
• A woman, who received aid-to-depen- 
dent children, for her alleged pre-schooler 
who turned out to be a dog! She merely filled 
in a mail-order type birth certificate with t he 
name and age of her dog. giving her pet the 
Rame last name as her own. 
• A fairly well-known prostitute who took 
herself off the relief rolls when she feared 
that the discovery might lead to her losing 
custody of her child. Police had no formal 
com plaints against her under which to press 
charges but, fearing the welfare fraud in­ 
vestigators might press such a com plaint, 
she withdrew voluntarily from seeking t ut her 
financial aid from the county. 
• A gambler, making easy money in one of 
the rackets, took the same tack, for much the 
same reason—fear of being exposed by the 
fraud unit. 
• Perhaps one of the most common types 
of fraud involves the alleged “ missing" hus­ 
band of a woman with children who receives 
welfare funds to support her youngsters but 
whose husband returns to her home nights 
and weekends. In the past, this was iairlv 
easily accomplished unless neighbors or po- 
lice tipped off the D epartm ent of Social 
Services. 
Now such women and their husbands are 
under the watchful eye of the traud unit, 
which is on the move constantly, even it it 
means being on the job at 3 a.m . to catch 


someone. 
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Under the new set-up, the D epartm ent of 
Social Services is working closely with all 
local police agencies including the city and 
state police and the sheriff's departm ent as 
well as the State D epartm ent of Desertion 
and location. The latter agency, through the 
use of com puters, is able to often trace 
missing spouses anywhere in the country. 
The welfare departm ent, which ip th ^p ast 
often 
attem pted 
to have clients 
make 
restitution when deceptions were uncovered, 
is now, once having turned the m atter over 
to the police, stepping aside with the police 
following through with either arrest, restitu­ 
tion or possibly turning cases over to the 
district attorney's office and grand jury 
investigation 
Under the public assistance program all 
parions who are employable mwM pick up 
their checks at the New York S tate E m ­ 
ployment 
Agency 
where they 
an* 
also 
screended for jobs. If after being interviewed, 
thev turn down job offers indicating they 
prefer to be on public assistance, this in­ 
formation is relayed to the Social Services 
D epartm ent for réévaluation. 
“ We don’t try and put stum bling blocks in 
front of people,” Social Services Com ­ 
missioner Bernhardt S. Kramer said last 
week but, “we do try and prevent the public 
from being fleeced." 
All unemployable persons, such as the 
disabled, the pregnant and elderly receive 
their assistance checks in the mail. 
Kramer said that assistance checks stolen 
from mail boxes also have l>een a problem 
and he strongly urges that persons cashing 
welfare checks "know their endorser." He 
said that many superm arkets employ cam er­ 
as to take pictures of check cashers and 
banks are careful to seek proper identi­ 
fication but m any small store owners have 
not been sufficiently watchful and have 
cashed stolen checks unwittingly.

Kissinger, Gromyko Admit Differences 
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Progress Seen At Geneva 


GENEVA (UFI) - Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. K issin­ 
ger and Soviet Foreign M in­ 
ister Andrei A, Gromyko ad- 
t 
m itted differences today but 
said their Geneva talks were 
fruitful and that both sides 
are moving towards the re­ 
moval 
of outstanding 
dif­ 
ferences. 
Kissinger 
and 
Gromyko, 
standing side by side, m ade 
statem ents to newsmen after 
five hours and 16 m inutes of 
talks 
in 
Kissinger's 
hotel 
suite during which they tried 
to align their rival policies in 
the M iddle East and on other 
m atters. They had engaged 
earlier in sharp exchanges but 
m ade no mention of this to ­ 
day. 
Gromyko spoke 
first, 
in 
Russian 
with 
English 
in­ 
terpretation, 
and 
said 
of 
m any issues discussed he and 
Kissinger found their views 
close and in some cases coin­ 
ciding. 
“ But I will not divulge a 
secret, and I am sure the 
Secretary of State will agree, 
th a t there are questions on 
which our views do not exact­ 
ly coincide," he said. “ But it 
is necessary to work in the 
direction of removing these 
d if fe r e n c e s . T h e U n ite d 
S tates and Soviet Union have 


covered a great distance in a 
positive direction,” 
Kissinger, replying, said “ 1 
confirm the foreign m inister's 
evaluation of our m eeting." 
He said “ I shall report to the 
president that we are moving 
within the spirit of previous 
agreem ents.” 
Both men stressed the im ­ 
portance of the Vladivostok 
a g re e m e n t in N o v em b e r 
between President Ford and 


S o v ie t C o m m u n ist p arty 
General Secretary Leonid I. 
B r e z h n e v 
s e t t i n g 
o u t 
guidelines for a new strategic 
arms lim itation agreement. 
He said he and Gromyko had 
attem pted 
to 
bring 
their 
views “ into closer harm ony" 
on issues where they did not 
coincide. 
Kissinger was flying almost 
im m ediately to London for 
talks with British Prim e M in­ 
ister Harold Wilson and then 
flying 
to 
Zurich 
Tuesday 
noon for lunch with the Shah 


of Iran before going onto Paris 
th a t evening. 
Wilson 
flew 
back from Moscow today. 
The question was whether 
Russia would try to obstruct 
Kissinger's next step toward a 
M iddle East peace agreement 
or help him.

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GROMYKO WAVES KISSINGER ON 
(UPI) 
President Considering European Trip 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford is 
considering a trip to Europe, possibly in April, an 
adm inistration source said today. 
Sources said Ford is expected to travel to several 
European 
countries, 
including Great 
Britain, 
France and West Germ any. He also has accepted 
an invitation from Yugoslavia’s President Tito. 
“ Such a trip is under consideration," the adm in­ 
istration source said. 
The President also is expected to visit China in 
either October or November, picking up an invita 
tion he has had for several months. As House GOP 
leader. Ford saw China with a congressional 
delegation in 1972 after then President Richard 
Nixon’s historic trip. 


A dm inistration sources said that if the President 
decides to travel it will be after Easter. 
While a final decision has not yet been made, 
sources said Ford was expected to spend Easter at 


Palm Springs, Calif., and from there make side 
trips on the West Coast to campaign for his 
economic recovery program. 


Ford was criticized Sunday by Sen. H ubert 
Hum phrey, DM inn.. for taking his program on the 
road instead of staying in W ashington and working 
with Congress. 


“ It is in W ashington that legislation takes place 
and 1 say most respectfully to the President: Come 
home and work with the Congress and see it we 
can’t get something done," Humphrey said (on 
NBC’s “ Meet the Press” ). 
Like Hum phrey, Sen. Robert Byrd, the assistant 
Democratic 
leader, 
criticized 
recent 
conflicts 
between the President and Congress. “ Both should 
cooperate and work together in the interest of the 
American people," Byrd said. 


There was no indication Ford would change his 
strategy. 
To celebrate George W ashington’s birthday to­ 
day, the President participated in a ceremony 
unveiling a medallion in his honor at the M asonic 
Tem ple. Ford, a 33rd degree Mason, is the 14th 
President to belong to a M asonic order. 
Afterwards he met with Gov. -James Longley of 
M aine. 
The President spent a relaxed weekend, going to 
the Burning Tree Country Club on both Saturday 
and Sunday to warm up for the pro-am celebrity 
golf tournam ent in Florida next week, in which he 
will play with comedians Bob Hope and -Jackie 
Gleason. 
Ford played Sunday with a friend trom Califor­ 
nia. Leon Parm a, vice president of Teledyne Corp., 
a com puter firm. He lim ited the game to nine holes 
and wound up the last two playing in the rain. 
Legislature to Protest Fire Training Cut 


KINGSTON 
“ I don’t know who is telling 
the tru th but the volunteer 
firemen are upset,” County 
legislator George Barthel (D- 
Dist.7) told the county board 
last week midst a controversy 
over whether money for fire 
training has been cut from 
Gov. Hugh Carey’s budget. 
F o llo w in g le n g th y d is ­ 
cussion, the Ulster County 
legislature voted 24 to 7 to 
protest the elim ination of fire 
training services as proposed 
in the Carey budget. Two 
legislators were absent. 
The resolution, sponsored 
by 11 GOP legislators, ex­ 
pressed concern th at Carey 
had elim inated the Office of 
Local Government from his 


budget; that ommission of 
funds for that office would 
wash out jobs of state fire 
instructors and close the state 
fire 
academy 
at 
M ontour 
Falls, The cutback also would 
mean transferring school fire 
inspections from fire officials 
to the education departm ent. 
Opposition to the resolution 
came from -James Gilpatric 
(D-City) 
who 
called 
the 
measure 
“ m isleading." 
He 
said he had checked with the 
speaker of the Assembly, the 
governor’s office and the Of­ 
fice of Local Government and 
found th at the latter’s “duties 
will be transferred to the De­ 
partm ent of State to assist in 
fire training." 
G ilpatric moved to table 


the resolution and Minority 
le ad e r Dr. Gerald P. Gorman 
(D-City) seconded the move. 
legislature Chairm an Peter 
J. Savago (R-Dist. 8) coun­ 
te re d im m ed iately saying 
that what G ilpatric claimed 
was “not so. The money has 
been cut and Ulster County 
will lose 400 hours a year of 
firemanic training." he said. ' 
The move to table the reso­ 
lution was defeated along a 
party line vote. 
Savago said he learned that 
the M ontour 
Kails facility 
had already been declared 
surplus property 
and sug­ 
gested that w ithout proper 
training of firemen, insurance 
rates would go up. He also 
p re d ic te d th a t w ith th e 


education departm ent “ polic­ 
ing themselves, the kids will 
be in jeopardy." 


Gilpatric and others also 
objected to certain wording in 
the resolution in which it was 
stated that there is “ a com­ 


plete lack of concern by ( arey 
tor the property and lives of 
people of the state." Louis M. 
Klein (D-Dist. 6) said he 
could not subscribe to that, 
nor could Eugene Perry (D- 
City) and Eugene Houck (D- 
Dist. 7).

Saugerties Town Police found at the scene 
of a weekend house burglary in which an 
estim ated $6,600 worth of jewelry and guns 
were taken. 
Mrs. Veronica Fries of Route 32A returned 
to her home shortly after 7 p.m . Saturday 
only to find that during an asence of about 
two hours she had been visited by a burglar, 
police said. 
During the apparently hurried search for 
valuables, the thief dum ped dresser drawers 
onto the floor and made off with a large 
quantity of jewelry, including one ring with 
an estim ated value of $5,000, according to 
authorities. 
Saugerties Town Police said they found 
footprints leading from the back door of the 
home into a wooded area behind the house. 
Police followed the footprints only to find 
that they led back to Route 32A—apparently 
to a waiting car, according to Police Chief 
Robert J. Riley. 


The prints did show that only one person 
was involved in the actual entry of the house, 
he added. 
Included among the missing jewelry was a 
white gold ring with two emeralds, two 
rubies and 15 diam ond chips valued at an 
estim ated $5,000, police said. Numerous 
other pieces of jewelry, including 12 pairs of 
earrings, several other rings and a bracelet 
and necklace were reported missing. 
Also reported taken were three guns 
two 
12-gauge shotguns and a .30-06 rifle. In­ 
vestigation is continuing. 
Meanwhile, burglars also struck over the 
weekend in the Town of Ulster. 
State Police BCI investigators said Sub­ 
u r b a n P r o p a n e c o m p a n y o ffic es on 
Barbarossa' Lane were entered sometime 
Saturday night or early Sunday. After break­ 
ing a side window, the burglar or burglars 
broke open a safe and made off with about 
$100 in cash and a quantity of checks. 
Investigators said the break-in was dis­ 
covered at about 9 a.m. Sunday by an 
employe of the firm.

Esopus Fishing Restrictions Bid 
More Study 


KINGSTON 
A proposal by the county's Conservation Committee to 
express its opposition to fishing restrictions on part of the 
Esopus Creek, proposed by the Department of Environmen­ 
tal Conservation was referred hack to committee for further 
study last week. 
The decision to study the issue further came after Anthony 
Honavist, acting supervisor for fish and wildlife in Region 
Three of DEC, addressed the afternoon session of the 
legislature, explaining DEC's intent in proposing some 
restrictions. 
Opposition to the im|>osition of restrictions originally 
came from the Federated Sportsmen's Clubs of Ulster 
County and a resolution to that effect was sponsored by C. 
Freeman Lasher (R-Dist. D fpr action by the legislature at 
the recent meeting. After hearing Honavist, it was Lasher 
himself who asked that the matter In* referred back to 
committee. 


DEC's plan reportedly asked that anglers take three trout, 
brown, and rainbow, in combination, 12 inches or larger a 
day and that all other trout be returned to the stream 
unharmed. 
The proposal would be invoked on an experimental basis 
for control of the 0.8 mile section of Esopus Creek extending 
I rum the Five Arches Bridge to, but not including the 
Chimney Hole. DEC also proposed that bait be limited to 


artificial lures and flies and that the control Ik* for a three- 
year period during which fishermen would Ik * interviewed 


Honavist told the legislators that the growth rate of 
rainlrow and brown trout in the Esopus has been below- 
average but is better than it was but DEC wants to aim for 
quality and feels there is a nucleus of wild trout in that area 
of the Esopus, with spawning in feeder streams. 
He explained that his department wants the opportunity 


to allow the fish to grow larger and improve the quality of 
fish for anglers. He said that the hooking mortality is low 
on fish placed back in the stream —alwiut seven |M*r cent for 
a treble hook and less with a single hook. 
Honavist suggested that the program Ik* implemented for 
three years "to see how it works, 
adding that it may have 
an added benefit, bring fishermen into the area over a long 
period of time. 
Lasher said his biggest objection was the use of a treble 
hook to which Honavist replied that he woud Ik* happy to 
recommend the use of single hooks only* 
If instituted, the area in question would be |>osted as a 
special stream management area. That particular portion of 
the Esopus was chosen, among other reasons, liecause it runs 
through lands owned by New York City and that it would 
be easier for DEC to deal with the city than with individual 
land owners, Honavist said.

Washington 


It has always been difficult not to become 
maudlin, to resort to cliches, when talking about 
George Washington. 
“The father of his country.** “ First in war, First 
in ix»ace, first in the hearts of his countrymen. 
Well-worn phrases like that. 
As if by way of compensation, attempts are 
made trom time to time to knock Washington off 
the distant, towering pedestal he occupies in 
American history and bring him down to our own 
size — or lower. 
A few years ago, for example, someone made a 
humorous analysis of the painstakingly detailed 
expense account Washington subm itted to the 
Continental Congress after the Revolution. While 
it showed that the general enjoyed his glass of 
Madiera, it hardly proved he was anything but 
a scrupulously conscientious public servant. 
Disparaging reference is sometimes made to the 
fact that Washington was a slaveowner, a m em ­ 
ber of the aristocratic class — ignoring the 
humanitarianiam of the man, especially when 
viewed against the context of the times in which 
he lived 
ignoring the very real risk he took in 
losing everything he had, including his life, in a 
cause tar trom universally supported by his fellow 
colonists. 
Such attem pts to belittle Washington merely 
prove the opposite of what they intend. When 
this man is compared with some of the modern 
world s revolutionary “heroes” he grows in stat­ 
ure all the more. 
Washington 
never 
countenanced 
terrorism 
against the enemy. He never had a political or 
ideological opponent shot or imprisoned. He 
never sought power over anyone — indeed, 
shunned it. His legacy has been nothing but good.

The old trains were living, panting things. Some 
had character; some burned tons of coal and gave 
little in return. The best train to inch out of 
Exchange Place, Jersey City, was not The Broad­ 
way Limited. It was the Newspaper Train. 


Foot-and-a-Half had seniority. He was short and 
gray and he walked around his engine with a long- 
spouted oil can, studying the huge drivers, the 
brake shoes, stuffing boxes, steam boxes. Up in the 
cab, he ran his hand along the throttle bar to find 
the smooth spot. 
T hat told him where this engine would do her 
best with the least consumption of coal. Everyone 
knew he had lost the front part of his right foot 
in an accident, but no one dared ask how.

fire. His other duty was to jum p into the left side 
of the cab, read the signal ahead and yell, "Green 
over green!" The engineer repeated the words. 
Foot-and-a-Half asked for nothing less than 
perfection. As he passed any station, he knew that 
men in the mail cars had pushed bundles of 
newspapers near the edge and, 200 feet before 
reaching the station, would kick them out in the 
freezing wind. 
* They would fly in slow motion, tum bling and 
turning, and bounce and slide and stop in front of 
the station m aster’s office. T hat was the trick and 
they seldom failed. 
One night at home a friend of my mother was 
reading cards. “Oh," she said, "I see a big 
accident. No. Almost an accident." Big John was 
dating Jenny and he pooh-poohed the cards and 
their ominous message. 
T hat night they pulled out of Exchange Place 
slowly, red sparks arcing in the sky. At M anhattan 
Transfer, they were going well and got a message 
off an arm . "W atch out for special," it read. 
"Taking you from track two to one." 
Foot-and-a-H alf read it and blinked out into the 
thundering blackness. He slowed the train before 
the Newark Bridge and, as his last car cleared 
track two, an express train sped by going the other 
way on the same track. D eath was just a lash ot 
wind away. 
In the morning, they learned th a t President 
Theodore Roosevelt had taken a night tram o u to f 
W ashington for New York. My father was fright­ 


ened. He asked to go back to perishable fruits. The 
divisional superintendent agreed. 
Fo years he said in awe: "W e came this close to 
killing a President." The cards. The damned 
cards. One night the card reader said, "You will 
lose someone you respect before the sun is up." 
After midnight, he left his waiting train and 
spoke to Foot-and-a-Half. "Ah, Johnny,” the old 
engineer said. "You should be with me. We re the 
class of the road." Big John felt ashamed. He got 
on his locomotive and fired it up as the engineer 
spun the drivers and sent the fire flying out of the 
chimney. 
At Rahway, N .J., they yanked a message off the 
arm . "South of New Brunswick, routing you off 
track two across track three and four to siding . 
W ait for further orders. T renton.” 
At New Brunswick, the track runs downhill to 
Princeton Junction. The “perishables" was speed­ 
ing and rocking as it began its long, long snake 
across the tracks. 
Behind them , at the top of the hill, came Foot- 
and-a-H alf. He had an orange block signal fol­ 
lowed by a red over red.

The newspaper special sliced through the freight 
cars as though it was cutting salam i.

McLean, who first performed in this area as a 
crewmember of the sloop Clearwater and as the 
“ Hudson River Troubador,” achieved national 
fame several years ago when his “American Pie’ 
became the most popular song in the country. His 
ballad “Vincent,” a tribute to painter Vincent 
Van Gogh, clearly established Don as one of the 
outstanding songwriters of contemporary Ameri­ 
can folk music; earned him a Grammy Award 
nomination. 
With his home in the Hudson Valley communi­ 
ty of Garrison, McLean has always been in- - 
terested in the environmental problems facing 
the Hudson River and the efforts of groups such 
as the Sloop Restoration to restore the river to its 
natural state.

.Judging by the eye-popping 
p e r f o r m a n c e s o f D w ight 
Stones and Francie Larrieu 
over the weekend, track and 
field officials m ay soon be 
forced to take a fresh look as 
to what constitutes a world 
record. 
For while Stones was taking 
his record-setting road show 
to Oklahoma City for a world 
• indoor best high jum p leap of 
7 feet, 5 1 j inches, the petite 
Miss Larrieu was running the 
fastest mile ever run by a 
woman — indoors or out — 
with a 4:29.0 clocking at San 
Diego. 


But even had Stones not 
missed in his attem pt at what 
would have been an all-tim e 
best of 7-7, that leap, like 
Miss 
Larrieu’s 
mile 
run, 
would not be recognized as a 
world record. 


W hy, you ask, should that 
be if no one has ever done 
better indoors or out? The 
answer to track and field’s 
most perplexing and longest- 
debated dispute lies with the 
International Am ateur A th­ 
letic Federation (IA A F), resi­ 
dent 
world-wide 
governing 
body of the sport and official 
recognizer of world records. 
According to the IA A F, a 
world record — in order to be 


a world record — m ust be set 
outdoors. 
It’s not th at the 
IAAF is any great cham pion 
of fresh air, but rather the 
varied sizes of tracks indoors 
(11-lap, 8-lap etc.) have ap ­ 
parently 
caused 
too 
much 
confusion 
in years past to 
qualify world records.

Bag 200,000 Birds; 
Only Scratched Surface 


PADUCAH, Ky. (U P I) - 
Nearly 
200,000 
birds 
lay 
dead. But a mass extermina­ 
tion project has done little to 
eliminate an estimated 1.5 
million blackbirds that city 
officials say present a health 
hazard. 
"...There’s 
still 
an 
un­ 
believable number of birds 
remaining." 
said 
Paducah 
City Manager William How­ 
erton Sunday. “ It doesn’t 
look like we made a dent in 
killing them. There's still 
plenty flying around." 


A plane flying at tree-top 
level Saturday night sprayed 
the birds with 800 gallons of 
the chemical Tergitol. 
The soapy chemical 
re­ 
moves the protective oil from 
the birds' feathers, causing 
many to die from exposure to 
freezing rain. 


But now getting rid of the 
dead birds may be a problem. 
“ It looks like the birds that 
did die will be left to be eaten 
by other animals." said a 
local member of the Audubon 
Society. “ I think if you just 
keep the public out of here 
and just let them disinegrate, 
it would be better," she said. 
The extermination project 


was initiated after the birds 
refused to leave the area, de­ 
spite persistent efforts from 
residents to shoo them with 
loud noises. 
Doctors say bird droppings 
cause a disease known as his­ 
toplasmosis, which attacks 
the respiratory system, and in 
some cases can cause blind­ 
ness. 
A similar problem exists at 
Ft. Campbell, Ky., eighty 
miles southeast. 
Despite the limited success 
in Paducah, Army officials at 
Ft. Campbell, are considering 
a similar attack on millions of 
birds roosting on their 
military reservation. 
But the Pentagon wants to 
be sure the chemical is not 
hazardous to humans. 
"W e expect some type of 
decision for a go-ahead today 
or Tuesday, at the latest," 
said George Atkins, mayor of 
Hopkinsville, which is lo­ 
cated near Ft. Campbell. 
"The Army is still consult­ 
ing with impartial scientists, 
some here in Kentucky, going 
over its bird-killing plan us­ 
ing the spray to make sure 
that it's sound,” said Atkins 
"If action by the Army is not 
expedient, we’ll be very dis­ 
appointed."

W ASHINGTON (U P!) — Ray Cline, a 
lormer leader o( the nation's intelligence 
community, says the Central Intelligence 
Agenc y may have committed some “ errors of 
judgment” —but that it never approached 
being an American Gestapo 
“ The errors were lew and they did not 
constitute any political danger to this coun­ 
try.” ( line said in an interview, “ The CIA 
never was close to being an American 
(«estapo. 
“ II we destroy the CIA, as we are coming 
< lo-e to doing, we will be as naked as we were 
at the outbreak ol World War II when the 
I mted States was completely unprepared to 
act as a great power,' he added. 
Cline, the CIA's deputy director for in* 
telligence and later director of he State 
Department's Bureau ol Intelligence and 
Research, commented on the CIA and its 
luture outlook as presidential and con­ 
gressional investigations into the U.S. in­ 
telligence community move forward. 
Three high-ranking CIA employes who 
retired at the end ol 1974 were scheduled to 
testily today belore the Presidential Com 
mission on CIA Activities headed by Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller. 
They included former CIA security direc­ 
tor Howard Osborn, N. Scott Miler, lormer 
chiel ol operations, and Raymond Rocca, 


w h o was deputy chief of the agency s coun­ 
terintelligence stall. 
The House of Representatives this week 


likely will establish a select investigative 
committee on intelligence activities. Sen. 
Frank Church, chairman ol the Senate s 
panel, called a second organizational meet­ 
ing for Tuesday. 
“ I don't think the investigations are going 
to turn up anything new," Cline said, “ They 
may find another dozen cases ot question­ 
able judgment, but I'm not sure of that. I 
think that substantially we already know 
the story.” 
Cline clarified a disclosure which Director 
William Colby made to the Senate Ap­ 
propriations Committee, that the ( IA in­ 
filtrated about a dozen agents into the 
antiwar movement in the United States. 
Domestic spying is a violation of the CIA 
charter. 
The object, said Cline, was not so much to 
spy on dissident circles as to have agents as 
"bait” for Soviet intelligence. The CIA 
hoped the “ plants” could be recruited by 
Soviet intelligence and act as double agents, 
reporting on any foreign manipulation of the 
antiwar movement. 
Presidents Lyndon Johnson and Richard 
Nixon were "absolutely obsessed* with idea 
that Moscow was abetting the U.S. radicals, 
Cline said. 
Cline said the effort to infiltrate the 
American dissident groups was probably an 
error of judgment, in retrospect, because its 
purpose “ was ambiguous and therefore sub­ 
ject to criticism."

nouncement in the historic 
Senate caucus room where 
numerous candidates 
have 
launched their formal cam­ 
paigns. 
In a prepared statement, 
Bentsen pledged to run “ an 
energetic, national cam­ 
paign" and said he will bring 
to it "leadership which is at 
once candid, unafraid, and 
pneitivf,” 
BenKen, who served three 
terms in the House, turned to 
a successful business career 


and then was elected to the 
Senate in 1970, is the fifth 
Democrat 
to formally an­ 
nounce for the 1976 presiden­ 
tial race.
